In the discussion, it appearing that he had at one time been a 
preacher in the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, and had been 
deprived of his credentials by the Georgia conference, the Chair 
ruled that his application would have to be made to that confer- 
ence for the restoration of his credentials.

John A. Thompson, in behalf of the Commission of Education, 
read their report as follows : 

To the Bishop and Members of the No7’th Alabama 

Anmml Oonferenee., in Conference Assembled \ 

Dear Fathp:rs .and Brethren Your Commissioners 
appointed at your last session, to take into consideration the sub- 
ject of male education within your bounds, and to confer with a 
like Commission from the Alabama conference, in order to har- I 

monize and unify, if possible, this cause in the two conferences i 

named, beg leave to submit the following report : 

The joint Commission met in Selma. Ala., on the 12th day of 
January, 1883, and adopted a preamble and resolutions looking 
to this end and also looking to the adoption of the Southern 
University, located at Greensboro Ala., under certain conditions 
expressed in the preamble and resolutions referred to. On the 
23rd day of January, 1883, the Board of Trust of the Southern 
University, met in the city of Selma, Ala., and without a dissent- 
ing voice, passed the following preamble and resolutions: 

1 
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Whereas, the Alai)ama conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, and the North Alabama conference of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church, South, at their last sessions, did appoint 
five Commissioners each, to confer, with a view to the establish- 
ment of a male college, to be conducted under the auspices of the 
said two conferences ; and 

Whereas, the Commissioners so appointed by said two con- 
ferences did, on the 12th day of January, 1883, in the city of 
Selma, Ala., meet together, and did on that day together, adopt 
a preamble and resolutions looking to this end ; and 

Whereas, the President of the Board of Trustees of the South- 
ern University, in pursuance of the second resolution adopted by 
said Commissioners, has convened the Trustees of the Southern 
University in the city of Selma, Ala., to consider and act upon the 
several matters embraced in said resolutions of said Commission- 
ers; and 

Whereas, after consideration of the said several matters, the 
Trustees of the Southern University are willing to comply with 
the provisions of the first resolution, so adopted by said Commis- 
sioners ; therefore 

Resolved, 1st. That the President and the Secretary of the Board 
of Trust of the Southern University, be and they are hereby 
directed and authorized to execute to the said two conferences a 
deed in fee simple to all the real and personal property belonging 
to the Trustees of the Southern University and known as the 
property of the Southern University to be used exclusively for 
male educational purposes in the State of Alabama. 

Resolved, 2nd. That the Trustees of the Southern University 
hereby respectfully petition the General Assembly of Alabama to 
so amend the charter of the Southern University, as to conform it 
to the conditions expressed in said preamble and resolutions. 

Resolved, 3rd. That the Honorable Thomas Seay, Senator from 
Hale county, and the Honorable S. W. John, Representative from 
Dallas county, and other members of the General Assembly, be 
and they are hereby requested to take such steps as are needful to 
procure the said amendment to said charter. 

This document sets forth the important preliminary step taken 
oh the subject in hand. Conforming to the request therein made, 
the General Assembly did so amend the charter, and this confer- 
ence has an equal representation on the Board of Trust named in 
said amendment. 

Another meeting of the Commissioners was calleti in the city 
of Birminghafn, Ala., May the 29th, 1883. ^ 

With no disposition to anticipate your action, but thinking 
further postponement of the question would be hurtful, we pro- 
ceeded fo organize the new Board of Trust by the election of Dr. 
A. S. Andrews, President pro tern, and .Fohn A. Thompson, 
SfHTetar.v. 
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The old Board, acting under the instructigns given them in the 
preamble and resolutions read in your hearifig, executed' accord- 
ing to law a deed in fee simple to the two conferences, the prop- 
erty known as the Southern University. 

Deeming it important to the success of the new enterprise that 
the University should commence operations at the beginning of 
the Fall session and before the meeting of your body, a President 
was elected who has the ' power of arrangirig for his faculty. 
Besting on the Presidents home and the boarding hall, was a 
mortgage amounting to several thousand dollars, which has been 
cancelled by the legal conference of the Alabama conference. 

So far as your Commissioners were authorized to act, they 
accepted, with expressions of appreciation, the generous gift of 
the old Board. They have offered you a splendid property, un- 
encumbered with debt, and, your simple acceptance constitutes 
you an equal owner with the Alabama Conference, 

Finally, we think no subject has been presented to you since 
your organization, of more vital importance than theone brought 
forward in this report. 

The success of the present opening is sufficient to encourage the 
friends of the institution and to silence her foes, if she has them. 

We ask therefore, that you ratify the action of your Commis- 
sioners, and give the University your sympathy, prayers and 
patronage, and the time is not far distant when she will repay 
you with compound interest.

At the Methodist church at 7 o’clock, after religious services, 
conducted by Rev. R. A. Timmons, the Rev. Jos.

Your committee believe it to be a duty the church owes to her- 
self, the memory of the departed saints and to the world, to 
commit to her records, the life struggles and triumphant death 

I of those to whom God has committed the sacred trust of preaching 

the Gospel of Christ to the world. Under this solemn conviction 
we present to your Body, a brief account of the life and death of 
our beloved brethren. 

CORNELIUS N. McLEOD, 

We deeply regret the want of information of the life and labors 
of this faithful minister of .lesus and servant of the church, to 
whose interest he gave his life. 

As near as we can ascertain, he was admitted into the Alabama 
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conference in the year of |1840, and passed the course of study to 
full connection, deacon and elders orders, without delay. For a 
number of years he filled the works assigned him, with punctual 
fidelity, and usefulness to the church. 

He was true to the church, rendering filial obedience to her 
laws; ever ready as a minister promptly and mildly to execute 
the discipline. To his mind this was indispensable to the purity 
and success of the church. To all the doctrines of Methodism, he 
fully subscribed, but to none more heartily than Perfection as )■ 

taught by Mr. Wesley and the early fathers of Methodism. This 
great blessing he professed in which he greatly rejoiced. 

As a preacher, our brother was above ordinary. We are per- 
suaded that he was one of the few men whose modesty of charac- 
ter prevented him from occupying that position his intellect 
entitled him to. He presented the doctrines of Methodism in a 
clear and forcible light, and while some of his figures were quaint, 
they were always startling and rarely failed in producing con- 
viction. He served faithfully some of our hardest charges and 
through many trials and much hardship, he prosecuted the work 
in hand with a rare fidelity. 

Nature gave him a robust frame and commanding person, and 
the strength of his manhood and the feebleness of his declining j 

years, were all given to the church. ■ 

Our brother was a true friend. No dissembling or idle preten- 
tentions found lodgment in his soul. His pure mind and exalted 
nature scorned a little and mean act. He possessed some exterior 
bluntness that sometimes impressed the stranger unfavorably, but 
his heart was sincere and as gentle as a woman’s. 

He lived a long life and died an honored death and passed in 
amongst us and out from us, and, left the heritage of a spotless 
record, with no blot of suspicion upon his irreproachable character. 

Two years past, he sustained a superanuated relation. He died 
in Etowah county, Alabama, in great peace. 

As a conference we may well pause in our deliberation in speak- 
ing of such a man. We are poorer because he is gone, but he is 
at rest, and heaven has gained by his entrance there. 

JEREMIAH G. GURLEY, 

was born in Anderson district. South Carolina, January 5th, 

1825. His father moved to Pickens county, Alabama, when he 
was an infant. He was converted at a camp meeting and Joined 
the old Hopewell church, under the ministry of Rev. William 
Vaughn, when 16 years old ; married Miss Mary A. Stokes. 

December 23, 1345; was licensed to exhort by the Rev. George 
Shaeffer, October 31, 1849, and licensed to preach, September 13, 
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1851, by George Shaeffer, P. E.; was ordained deacon by Bishop 
Paine, at Eutaw, Alabama, December 9, 1855; ordained elder at 
Greensboro, Alabama, December 15, 1861, by Bishop Early. 

He joined the conference at Montgomery, December, I860, and 
1861-62, traveled the Fayette circuit; 1863-64, the Moscow circuit; 
1865, the Bexar circuit, and was returned to the Moscow circuit 
in 1866. December, 1866, he was appointed presiding elder of the 
^ Jasper district; stationed at Ely ton and Irondale. 1868-69-70, 

presiding elder for the colored people; 1871, he served the Jones- 
boro circuit; 1872, Northport circuit; November, 1872, was ap- 
pointed presiding elder of the Guntersville district, which he 
served four years; the Decatur district, one year; the Birminham 
district, two years, 1878-79; Montevallo circuit, 1880; 1881 he was 
appointed lo theCoketon circuit, but was compelled to give up the 
work on account of failing health ; in 1882 was superanuated. 
Having partially regained his health he was appointed to the 
Birmingham City mission, which he served the greater portion of 
the year, his health failing rapidly, with a sad heart he asked to 
be relieved. 

He was a good English scholar and a fine preacher; a man of 
sorrow and acquainted with domestic grief, having hurried all of 
I a large family of children except one. He preached the first ser- 

mon ever delivered in the city of Birmingham. 

His disease was cancer of the stomach, of which he suffered 
most intense pain, yet without murmuring. Brother McCoy 
visited him often during his sickness, and on one occasion asked 
him if he doubted the truth of the gospel. He answered, “Do 
you think I would preach the gospel as long as I have and then 
doubt it? No, my brother, my way is perfectly clear.^^ 

Thus passed our dear brother to his eternal inheritance. As the 
notes of the heavenly choirsters fell softly upon his ear, looking 
up he said, “listen, listen !” 

He died in Birmingham, Alabama, October 12, 1883. 

SAMPSON H. WILLIAMS, 

^ was born in Lauderdale county, Ala., February 23, 1847, and died 

from injuries received from a falling tree, at the parsonage on 
Lentzville circuit, in Limestone county, Ala., February 22, 1883. 

He was converted in August, 1866, joined the M. Ei Church, 
South, and was baptized in the spring of 1867; married to Miss 
/Emma Kear, July 16, 1867; licensed to preach in 1868; was ors 
dained deacon, at Corinth, Miss., in 1872; admitted on trial in the 
North Alabama Conference, at Talladega, in 1873, but was diS' 
continued at his own request at the nextjsession of the Conference 
in Huntsville, He was ordained elder by Bishop McTyeire, at 
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Huntsville, Ala., Nov., 1881, at which time he was agjain admit- 
ted on trial in the North Alabama Conference, and appointed to 
Lentzville circuit, Florence district, which he served with great 
acceptability to the people and much profit to the church. He was 
returned to Lentzville circuit at the conference in LaFayette, 1882. 
He was so completely absorbed with his work as to be apparent- 
ly lost to everything else, giving his entire time to study, visiting 
and preaching. He was a hard student — had a good English ed- 
ucation, with some classical advantages. His examinations at 
conference were indeed creditable, and so intent was he to reach 
the maximum in all his studies at the next conference,that he had 
gone over the entire course for the year, with the exception of one 
book, since conference. 

His visit to the last conference seemed to be a great inspiration 
to him — so much so that he entered upon the duties of the pres- 
ent year with renewed energies and zeal, as well as enlarged 
views of Christian and ministerial obligations. Bro. Williams 
loved and preached the doctrines of the gospel; especially did he 
love to dwell upon the subject of Christian Perfection. 

He fully believed in the doctrine of sanctification and was striv- 
ing to attain to that high and blessed state in his Christian expe- 
rience. He spent one hour and a half each day in secret 
prayer, and every Friday was observed by him as a day 
of fasting and prayer. He itnpressed all who knew him 
as being a man of God, wholly consecrated to his work. 
He was a pastor in the true sense of the word, for he 
did not spend his time in making social calls, but in working for 
the Lord. He visited all, and so introduced the subjects of per- 
sonal experience, religious literature, missions, and other church 
interests, as to make his visits real benedictions to those whom he 
visited. When praying, beseemed to be talking directly to the 
Lord, and could say"“l)ear Lord” and “O blessed Jesus” with an 
intonation that was indeed impressive. 

When informed by his physicians that he could not recover, he, 
with a smile, calmly said, “The Lord’s will be done,” He was 
entirely concious the most of the time, and when in a semi-con- 
scious state, caused by morphine, which he had to take at times, 
he was often heard repeating passages of scripture, discussing fun- 
damental principles of the gospel, while he sometimes, no doubt, 
thought he was doing pastoral work, for more than once he was 
heard to say, “I only have one^half hour to spend with you to- 
day, and must put that time in working for Jesus.” He was 
perfectly resigned to the Lord’s will, had no fear whatever about 
the future, and bi« last words were. “I am going home to glory I 

The church has lost a valuable and useful man in the death of 
Bro. Williams, the North Alabama conference one of her most 
promising members, and his wife and- children a devoted and an 
affectionate husband and father.

! enlarge the capacity of the buildings, or I shall be compelled to 

rent other houses contiguous to the college for the accommodation 
of the increasing demand on me for room.” Patronage is solicited 
which we heartily recommend for the following reascms : 

The health of the institution is excellent. The surroundings 
are most favorable. Every department is well supplied with the 
very best instruments, furniture and apparatus. The pupils are 
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furnished with every facility for their comfort and health. The 
course of study is extensive, and wisely arranged. The discipline, 
we most heartily endorse. 

The Huntsville Female College is emphatically a Methodist 
school. With Rev. A. B. Jones as President, assisted by a com- 
petent corps of educators, and a Board of Trustees that have the 
ring of the true metal, we ask for the institution unprecedented 
success. 



ATHENS FEMALE COLLEGE.

This college with its buildings and school furniture, belong 
in fee simple to the North Alabama conference. Rev. W^. A. 
Rogers, the President, represents the building in need of repairs, 
and the apparatus in need of replenishing. He also represents 
the school as very much crippled and embarrassed by a combina- 
tion of circumstances, and a large decrease in the number of 
pupils. 

This state of things we very much regret, and call upon you to 
consider well the future destiny of an institution which has so 
thoroughly educated so many of the daughters of Alabama and 
Tennessee, and we urge upon you to take such steps as may be 
necessary to resuscitate this institution. We deem this property 
too valuable to let it get out of our hands and from under our 
influence, and would recommend that its local Board of Trustees 
be filled by such men as are in full sympathy with us and in 
accordance with the rule of the discipline touching this subject, 
pledging ourselves to use our energy in behalf of this institution, 
which in other days has had a brilliant career that it may stand 
upon a substantial basis and its future be even more prosperous 
than its past history. 

CpLLINSVILLE HIGH SCHOOL. 

This institution of learning, under the superintendency of the 
Rev, M. K. Clements, struggled against opposition in its begin- . 
ning; the first session numbered 155 pupils, the school having 
representatives from four States. Most of the pupils who have 
entered this school have been converted and a large number have 
joined our church. The last session is an increase of 340 per cent, 
over the first. 

This school is doing a great work for education in Alabama, 
and we heartily recommend it to the patronage of onr people, 
and recommend that Rev. M. K. Clements be appointed its 
fjrincipal. 
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SOUTHERN UNIVERSITY. 

This old institution of learning, which by the adoption of the 
report of Commissioners, appointed by our last conference, be- 
comes now the joint property of the North Alabama conference. 
We hail with delight, the opportunity placed within our reach,and 
accept it most heartily. We are highly pleased with the report 
made to your body by its honored President, Dr. A. S. Addrews, 
and that it has in so short a time, by the united efforts of its 
friends and the untiring energy of its President, been placed upon 
a basis of success. 

We believe not only in the mental training and the physical 
development of our young men, but also in their spiritual growth 
and progress, feeling that education is ultimately of little value 
unless sanctified by the religion of the Master, We have no 
hesitancy in expressing the belief that the Southern University, 
with its able corps of Christian men, is a suitable place for the 
proper training of our boys. 

We feel assured that the great State of Alabama, with the two 
sister conferences, uniting heart and hand in this great work will 
crown it with the success that it so justly deserves, and that, on 
this the eve of our grand Centennial year, we have in full view’ 
before us our institution resuscitated and in good working order, 
around which our arms of protection may be thrown without 
hesitation. And if she is not what she ought to be, we pledge 
our prayers for encouragement, patronage and support; for its full 
development and success.

Themiiiutesof the afternoon session were read and approved. 

M. J. liSW, in behalf of the committee on Sunday Schools, read 
the following report, which was adopted : 

Your committee to whom was referred the interest of the Sun- 
day School work in the bounds of the North Alabama conference, 
desire to present the following report : 

A knowledge of the susceptibility of childhood to evil influences 
and principles, points directly to the necessity for organized per- 
sistent effort on the part of the church in co-operation with the 
preaching of the Word from the pulpit, co-ordinate with home 
instruction. That this necessity may be fully met in the Sunday 
» School, there can be no doubt. The ample facilities in the 

publications afforded by our own Publishing House, and so well 
edited by Dr. Cunningham, are matters of special interest, and 
recommend the use of our own literature. 

It is indeed gratifying to notice that during the past year, 
special attention has been paid to this important interest through- 
out the conference. Yet, permit us to call attention to the fact that 
we may teach the children and yet fail to train them for the 
Master’s use. Training in this department is essential to the 
proper development of our young people, in order that they may 
promptly and intelligently enter the church and evince in useful 
lives, the spirit and power of the gospel. 

We call attention to the celebration of the Centennial Anniver- 
sary of the organization of the M. E. church in America, to be 
held in the city of Baltimore, Dec*ember, 1884, and direct the 
* attention of the conference to the address of the Central Centena- 

ry Committee to the annual conferences. Especially do we desire 
to call attention to the action of the Centenary Committee of the 
conference, in which they appoint the First Sabbath in October 
as a day to hold special centenary services for the children 
throughout the bounds of the conference. Permit us to add the 
following resolutions: 

Resolved, 1st. That we will give more direct attention to all the 
interests and departments of the Sunday School work in the 
bounds of our iKjnference.

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L. F. Whitten, chairman committee on Temperance, read the 
following report : 

Your committee on Temperance have had the same under 
con.-ideration, and beg leave to report : 

1st. It is a well known fact, ascertained from the highest med- • 
ical and scientific sources, that there is no medicinal or remedial 
efficacy in ardent spirits that may not be found in other remedies 
\ or medicines. 

2nd. That the temperate use of ardent spirits is injurious, uni- 
formly both to body and soul. 

3rd. It is a well-established fact, from the highest authority, 
that it is the cause of eighty-five percent, of all the crimes com- 
mitted; being the fruitful source of almost all the trouble between 
labor and capital, w'hich shows itself in strikes. The laboring 
classes of the country use five hundred millions dollars in strong 
drink, which is not only wasted, but a thousand-fold worse- 
causing murders, abuse to wives and children, and bringing them 
to poverty. 

4th. It is a fact that more than one thousand million dollars are 
spent annually in the United States for intoxicating drinks, the 
\ use of which not only does infinite harm to the physical health of 

the nation, but fills the prisons and hospitals of the land with 
eighty-five per cent, of all their inmates, 

5th. This traffic has shown hostility to all the religious, soical 
and educational institutions of this country; and has even dared, 
and not without success, to lay its hand on the legislation of the 
country. 

6th. There is no more formidable foe to our national prosperity 
and peace; there is no enemy which so disturbs the peace of 
families, and endangers the young men of the country. 

7th. It has defied all attempts at its regulation. Social ostra- 
cism has failed to regulate; moral suasion has proven ineffectual; 
and taxation only fosters and protects It. We can see only one 
remedy — the prohibition of its manufacture and sale. This policy 
has been adopted by some few States, and very many counties 
^ throughout the country, with happy results. So marked are they 

that the whole land is beginning to look to prohibition for final 
relief from the rum curse. 

All that is needed to obtain prohibition is the one idea— perse- 
verance. This being our conviction, therefore be it resolved, 

1. That we as pastors and laymen, will faithfully endeavor to 
administer the laws of our church regarding the subject of 
temperance. 

2. That we will also do the best we can, until we gain our point, 
by preaching upon temperance, and by prayer and work and vote 
to make our glorious old State a prohibition State; thus placing 
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her in the rank with Georgfia, seventy-five counties which make 
their boast that intoxicating liquors cannot be bought, begged or 
stolen within their bounds, and where peace and prohibition are 
regnant, and law is enforced and order observed. 

8. That we request the Alabama Advocate, the organ of the 
two conferences in Alabama, to publish this report, that the 
people of the State and general public may know the general 
sentiment of this conference on the subject of prohibition, and 
give ns their hearty co-operation in driving the rum fiend out of 
our State forever. /

It was further resolved that all monies raised, be equally 
divided between Missions, Church Extension and Education. 

Your committee would respectfully urge upon the preachers of 
the North Alabama conference, the necessity of giving sufficient 
publication of the days appointed for these services; as also, 
arranging interesting and profitable programmes for the enter-

Brother W. C. McCoy reports so and 
so.” 

We cannot find out from the minutes who the P. C., of the 
Jonesboro circuit was. We do not find where the minutes of the 
morning sessi(»n of the 8th date, were read and adopted by the 
conferefice. On page 72, it is said that the committee on Sunday 
School Programme and Quarterly conference records, reported, 
but the reports do noi appear. The journal is clear and neat In 
appearance. 
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The journal of the Talladega district is fiiultless, well-arranged 
and neat in appearance. 

The journal of the LaFayette district is a model ; correct in 
every particular, and reflects much credit on the excellent 
Secretary. 

We find the journal of the Gadsden district, a model of beauty 
as to mechanical execution, and especially do we comniend the 
convenient order in which the various reports and statistics are ^ 

tabulated. But we must call your attention to a few slight 
inaccuracies. On page 8, it is stated that the time was extended, 
but we cannot ascertain what time is referred to, how long ex- 
tended or for what purpose. The minutes of the evening session 
of the first day, are neither read or adopted by the conference. 

We call especial attention to the journal of the Huntsville 
district. We do not hesitate to pronounce it faultU»ss in every 
particular. The splendid penmanship, methodical arrangement, 
the I'.umerous and full marginal notes, render it beautiful in ap- 
pearance and most convenient for reference. 

In conclusion we note with great gratification that all the dis- 
trict conferences are supjilied with good journals for preserving ■ 
their respective records, and also with men well qualified to the 
work of Secretaries. *

The wisest 
methods are those which best carry the'saving truths of our holy 
religion into the consciousness of men. All the work of human 
salvation may not be expected from the teachings of the pulpit 
and Bible, but much may be done by a literature based upon 
scripture doctrine and in consonance with pulpit effort.-. Written 
words, as spoken words, have meaning, and are not only declara- ( 

tive, but]mayjbe pursuasive. 

The soul may be add ressed^th rough the eye as well as through 
the ear, and’as responsibility is proportioned to capacity and 
opportunity, the obligation rests upon us as the repre.sentatives of 
a large, and in^part, unregenerate constituency, to do what we 
can by providing suitable books and periodicals. God has blessed 
his church by giving those of strong minds and pure hearts, who 
have made such interpretation of the scriptures as do not entangle, 
but enlighten and encourage. He has alsx> prepareti the uairld 
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for the reception of the spiritiinl help of these, his servants. The 
world is waiting: to be told of God and his Christ. We are rejoiced 
over the prosperity of our 

PUBLISHING HOUSE, 

which, during: the past year, has made more than one million 
of issues in all departments of publishing:, and would sug:g:est to 
\ the members of this body that a more liberal circulation ot cata- 
logues of the same be made among the people. We think more 
books would be purchased if the people had our cAtalogue in their 
homes. 

As a committee, we are inclined to believe ^hat the church will 
not be benefited in the long run by using the unabridged form of 
hymn book. We therefore recommend to all our people, that in 
providing themselves with a hymn book, they get the large book 
which has such a valuable collection of hymns.

to our people, more than one thousand copies of which now come 
* to this conference. There is no paper that we read, better calcula- 

ted to bring the church up to the standard of holiness which God 
requires of his people. 

THE QUARTERLY REVIEW, 

edited by Dr. J. W. Hinton, at Macon, Ga.. is an able exponent 
of American Theology. It is not strictly confined to moral sub- 
jects, but keeps abreast the age in other departments of human 
thought and action. It is almost perfect in its mechanical execu- 
tion.

That it is the sense of this conference that an efficient 
agent be put in the field to raise money for the endowment cf 
the Southern University. 

4th. That in the absence of such appointment the presiding 
elders be considered agents for the Southern University. 

5th. That one half of all the money collected for educational 
purposes during the Centennial year by the preachers of this con- \ 

ference,be applied to the Southern University, and the other half 
be kept and properly invested, the interest of which is to be used 
in the education of ministers daughters.

John A Thompson offered the following amendment; 

Resolved, That all the money collected for educational purposes 
during the Centennial year, within the bounds of the North 
Alabama conference, be equally divided between the Southern 
University, the Huntsville Female College, and the Athens 

The amounts goings to the Huntsville and the 
Athens Female Colleges shall be pro rated to these institutions 
according: to the patronage of each. The sum raised shall be invest- 
ed, secured by mortgage on double the amount of real estate or 
United States bonds, and only the interest shall be expended.

The North Alabama Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
C'hmch, Houth, was oro^aiiized in Gadsden, Alabama, November 
16, 1870, by Bishop Robert Paine. Dr. John G. Wilson, then 
^ President of the Huntsville Female College, now presiding elder 

of the St. Louis District, was elected secretary. 

The conference was composed of parts of three conferences — the 
. Mobile, the Montgomery, and the Tennessee. The facility with 
which these different elements coalesced, the manner in which 
the members discharged the duties incumbent upon them, and 
the readiness with which the bu-siness was transacted, demon- 
strated the strength of our Connectional bond and the universal 
brotherhood of Methodist preachers. 

On first roll call fifty-nine clerical and nineteen lay members 
responded to their names, and during the session many others 
came and took their seats. 

Committees were appointed, the work organized into districts, 
j stations, circuits and missions, and the appointments made for 

the ensuing year with no apparent friction. 

A pleasant incident of this setsion was the presence of Bishop 
McTyeire and Di. A. L. P. Green. Dr. Green was a native of 
North Alabama. 

Thirteen sessions of the conference have been held, presided 
over as follows : Bishop Paine, two sessions; Bishop Pierce, one; 
Bishop Marvin, two; Bishop Doggett, two; Bishop McTyeire, 
three; Bishop Keener, two; Bishop Kavanaugh, one. 

John G. Wilson, was secretary for two sessions; C. D. Oliver, 
one; John A. Thompson, ten. 

The conference embraces that portion of the State long consid- 
ered the poorest portion of Alabama, but which now constitutes 
its chief wealth. The mountain counties— Franklin, Winston, 
i Pike, Marion, Cullman, Jefferson, Blount, St. Clair, Etowah, 

Calhoun, Cleburne, Talladega and Randolph— are rich with 
untold mineral wealth, which is being rapidly developed. 

Capital by the millions is seeking investments, and large for- 
tunes are being rapidly amas.sed. Furnaces of immense magni- 
tude are springing up everywhere and dotting these mountains. 

Towns of city-like proportions and pretensions are being built 
as if by magic, and crowded with a busy and enterprising popu- 
lation. Birmingham is justly entilled to the name of “Magic 
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City^’ which she bears. Only a few years since it was an inslg* 
nificant village; now the population is increasing so rapidly that 
you cannot keep pace with it. Before this article sees the light 
it will have twenty-thousand. Anniston, on the S., R., & 

D. R. R., begins to rival the Magic City in importance and 
enterprise. In some respects it has greatly the advantage of her. 

Lots are now being sold to the amount often thousand dollars per 
week. 

These mountains at no distant day will contain the leading sta- 
tions and circuits of our Conference. } 

In all Church enterprise the North Alabama Conference, since 
its organization, has indicated healthful growth, in some respects 
a wonderful improvement, and has kept pace with the rapid de- 
velopment of the country. This will appear from the following 
comparative view ; I select the second session held at Florence, 
Alabama, to compare with the last session held at La P'ayette, 
Alabama, from the fact that at the tirst session the reports were 
irnperlect and some of the charges were not represented. 

Every year our Conference has been blessed with general revi- 
vals, and at some points revivals of great j)Ower, resulting in 
large ingatherings of souls. The increase in membership has been 
gratifying, as will appear from the following figures: 1871 we re^ 
ported 24,424 white members ; 1882, 36,577 ; showing a net gain of y 
12,133— more than one thousand per year. This gain has not been 
made by an increase of population and from certificates of meiiiN 
bership, but mainly from the revivals referred to. 

Our Smiday School work has kept pace with the increase of 
membership, and has gone beyond it, showing activity and effi- 
ciency in this department. 1871 we reported 309 schools; 1882, 

437 ; increase, 128. 1871 we reported 1,602 officers and teachers ; 

1882, 2,343 ; increase 741. 1871 w^e reported 11,493 scholars; 1882, 

19,596,’; increase 8,403. In many places these schools have been 
generously supplied with our literature. 

The increase in Church-edifices has not been quite so rapid, yet 
we have made some progress in this line. 1871 we had 442 church- 
es valued at $226,415; 1882, 506 churches valued at $285,565. The 
advance in parsonages has been much more decided, and the work y 

in this department encourages us to hope that at no distant day. 
each pastoral charge will own a comfortable home for the preachs 
er. 1871 there u'^ere 14 parsonages valued at $12,050 ; 1882, 79 par- 
sonages valued at $49,315 It will be seen that the average valu- 
ation is much below that of 1871. This may be accounted for from 
the fact that in 1871 the parsonages were mainly confined to our 
stations, and those built since mainly to the circuits. It^costs 
more to build a house in town, with lot considered, than in the 
•ountry. The country parsonage is generally re[x>rted below its 



rtiai valiii, Iruni tlie fact that the people themselves do inueli of 
the work, for which no charge is made. At this session of the 
Conference several handsome parsonages will be reported, which 
will increase the average value. The one in Huntsville is worth 
$2,000. and the Florence District parsonage is worth $3,000. Neith^. 
er of these have been reported. 

On the item of ministerial support I cannot write with as much 
confidence as on the foregoing items. There seems to be a want 
in this respect which needs explanation. In 1871 the presiding 
{ elders received $4,195,78 , 1882, $6,404,83. In 1871 the preachers 

in charge received $30,607 ; 1882, $37,716,37. These figures are 
• alarmingly small, and the wonder is that with such a pittance 
men could so long continue in the field. The average salary is 
about $275. But even in this item the improvement made ens 
courages the hope of further improvement. Will the Church read 
this line ? God’s cause will suffer unless there is manifested more 
liberality and appreciation of the gospel. 

^ The Oonnectional Collections indicate fidelity and diligence on 

the part of the preachers. I think in the item of Bishops’ sup- 
port the Conference has never reported a deficiency, but general- 
ly an excess, and no collection is more cheerfully paid. Our peo- 
ple honor and esteem the Episcopacy. 1871, Bishops’ Fund, $934,- 
^ 86; Conference colection, $1,342,29. 1882,Bishops’Fund,$l,052,- 

83; Conference colection, $2,129.05. 1871 we paid for missions, 
$2,742,56 ; 1882, $8,311,47. The collections for missions have about 
quadrupled, and our motto is, “One dollar per member.” Con^ 
sidering our ability, we are entitled to a place in the front rank 
on this question. 

Educational. The Athens Female College, of Athens, Ala., be- 
longs to the Conference in fee^simple. It has done a noble work 
in the past, and we- trust will do so in the future. The building 
is a handsome brick edifice, well adapted to educational purposes. 
The grounds are ample and beautiful, costing in all, building and 
grounds, not less than $20,000. With a little repairing there is 
nothing needed for comfort and for the purposes for which it was 
designed. Dr. W. A. Rogers, late of Quitman, Ark., is the pres- 
ident. 

The Huntsville Female College is, to all intents and purpases, a 
Methodist college, pronounced in its denominational bearing. It 
has been placed by the trustees under the care of the Conference, 
and the Bishops appoint the president, who must be a Methodist 
preacher. The time has not been when it was in a more prosper- 
ous condition, and when its influence was more decided and ag«) 
gressiveand elevating. Presided over by an itinerant Methodist 
preacher, thoroughly competent to the position he fills, the suo 
eeiM of the colh^ge is assured. 



These two colleges are ample to meet all the demands of our 
Conference for female education. They are worthy. 

The North Alabama Conference has equal ownership with the 
Alabama Conference in the Southern University, located at 
Greensboro, Ala, The property is firstsclass, worth not less than 
$90,000, located in a refined and healthful community. With Dr. 

A. S. Andrews as president, assisted by a learned and competent 
faculty, all the Southern University needs is the sympathy and 
active co-operation of the two patronizing Conferences. Perhaps 
no point connected with our history is of more vital importance ^ 

and more essential to our success than this college. It is the only 
Methodist male college in the State. 

These institutions, with our district and high schools, taught 
by our preachers and members, and controlled by our church, 
show that Ave are not indifferent to the great work of education. 

The Alabama Christian Adcocale^ domiciled at Birmingham, is 
the organ of the two Conferences. It was enteri)rised and success- 
fully established by Dr. J. W. Christian, whose untimely 
death is deeply mourned. Rev. T. J. Rutledge, the business 
manager, quickly followed him to the grave; but though in such 
quick succession the paper was bereft of both editor and publish** 
er, it never failed to appear at the appointed time. From the is- 
suance of the.first number to the present time, is has on no ocs ^ 

casion failed to make its appearance. It is rapidly intrenching 
itself in the affections of the people, many of whom already con- 
sider it a necessity. The success of the paper has been pheno- 
menal, Starting w’ithout a subscriber, in two years the list has 
reached 3,700, and constantly increasing. With Geo. R. L^moh, 
the energetic publisher, and J. W. Rush, the versatile writer, the 
paper is doing a gritnd work in our land. It goes to many tami- 
lies who never before took a religious journal. It has been and 
will continue to be a potent factor in unifying the two Confers 
ences and developing our local institutions. It is enii- 
nently'.Connectional and evangelical in its tone, manly and out** 
spoken’in itssenliments. We think the paper a necessity, and 
no enterprise of the Conference will be more carefully fostered. 

In all departments the Conference shows vitality and power, 
and we feel thatiwe have a goodly land and our future is bright ) 

with promise. "If we are only true to our doctrines, and feel in 
our own experiences the force of the precious truths we preach to 
others, the time will come when it will not be a severe test of pi- 
ety to transfer to the North Alabama Conference.
